College Station, T ex., May 31, 
— President H arrington, though re­ 
covering rapidly, is still confined 
to his bed, but he called in a re­ 
porter today and dictated the fol­ 
lowing statem ent in regard to the 
cases of typhoid fever that have 
recently occurred among the stu­ 
dents. 
“ No com m unity in the state, or 
out of it, can, during a period of 
more than thirty years, show a 
better record for health than Col- 
lege Station. 
Since the foundation 
of the college typhoid fever has 
made its appearance only three 
times, and nearly every care has 
been of a very mild form. 
During 
all these years the college has de­ 
pended entirely upon underground 
cisterns for its supply of drinking 
water. 
W ater for other purposes 
1 has been supplied by tw o wells, 
one having a depth of 700 feet and 
the other of 1400 feet. 
Although 
this water is perfectly wholesome, 
, it has been little used for drinking 
purposes, because the mineral m at­ 
ter it contains makes it somewhat

5 to 9. 
Next disturbance will reach Pacific coast about 8, cross 
west of the Rockies country by close of 9, great central valleys IO to 
12, eastern states 13. 
Warm wave will cross west of Rockies about 
8, great central v 'J • ■; M ,.iStern states 12. 
Cool wave will cross 
west of Rockies a ., ;i, great central valleys 13, eastern states 15. 
his will be one of the two most severe disturbances of the 
month. 
Temperatures from the Missouri river southward will aver­ 
age very high during the week covered 
bv this storm wave and 
drouth will threaten in that section- 
Extreme heat and drouth will 
come later and the effects of this disturbance will partially indicate 
where the later extreme heat and drouth will locate. 
My calculations indicate that Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansas 
and Nebraska will he damaged bv the drouth of the last half of June 
to a greater extent th-.n any other section but the drouth, with less 
serious results, will extend into western 
Texas, northern Indiana, 
northern Ohio and western Pennsylvania, 
This will probably do 
some injury to all crops with least injury to wheat. 
But the shortage of rainfall in June will not be a serious matter 
if abundant rains come in July. 
There is the 
rub. 
How much 
would it profit the people of this continent to know whether July 
will bring copious rains or a serious drouth3 
Ask the U. S. weather 
bureau and if they will not tell you watch these weather bulletins. 
About June I temperatures will range a little high on meridian 
90 and this condition will slowly drift eastward. 
Coming in behind 
that condition a little later will come a spell of colder weather which 
will also drift eastward. 
Then, soon after June 9 will come much 
warmer weather and severe storms. 
I ht great drouth came in 1901 and no period of eight years ever 
passes wifhout serious injury to crops. 
T he problem is: 
How can 
farmers and planters manage to hold their crops for best prices3 
Heretofore the middle men have reaped more than a fair share of the 
profits, 
Reliable long range weather forecasts will solve the problem.
